It was further agreed that this 
would be accomplished by integration of Mountain Scouts 
assets into the CIDG Program.

5. IMPL EMENTATION ACTION BY SFHCVN 

SFHCVN issued parallel implementing instruc- 
tions, directing assembly at various locations of Mountain 
Scouts’ assets, payment of back pay and integration into 
an appropriate CIDG Strike Force or demobilization to include 
turn-in of weapons and equipment.
